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1. Mr. Moreau of the Syndicat des Postiers told source that a 
Congress of “autonomous” unions and Jocals will be held in 
a few weeks, The leaders of the "antonomous® unions, who 
are organizing this Congress, will attempt to fores secession 
from the CGT, They believe that a possible 300,000 members 
would participate in this action. 


2. The "autonomous" Congress will. try to constitute a bloc com 
posed of the entire opposition, and gather enough strength to 
attack the Communist bastion within the CGT, Until now, members 
of the CGT who ware displeased with the Commniss leadership did 
not present any important opposition; their leck of effective 


propaganda and the apathy of many. Sooialists resulted in isolated 
defections and revolts.
